Herrick 
McCregor,  Kstpiire  (a  British  Cokimbia  land  surveyor,  iK'ing  a pei-son  competent  for  .such  iiurpose), 
of  th'e  .said  locality  proposed'  to  be  benefited  by  the  said  work.s  and  Ira.s  also  procin-ed  plans  and 
esliinates  of  the  work  to  be  made  by  the  said  .7.  Herrick  McCregor,  and  an  assessment  to  be  made 
by  him  of  the  lands  to  be  benefited  by  the  said  removal  of  the  said  olrstructions  in  the  .‘-'aid  Solly’s 
Creek  and  Somenos  Creek,  the  proportion  or  acreage  to  be  bimefited  by  the  said  works  being  that 
hereinlH'fore  mentionefli,  and  the  said  assessment  so  madle  being  the  assessment  hereinafter  by  this 
by-law  enacted’  to  be  assessed  and  levied  upon  the  property  hereinafter  in  lliat  behalf  especially  set 
forth  and  described,  and.  the  repori  of  the  said  .7.  Herrick  -McGregor  in  respect  thereof  and  of 
the  .said  removal  of  obstructions  Ibeing  as  follows: — ■ 

“Commencing  at  a dead  fir-tree  situated  on  the  property  of  Messrs.  McfMienson  & L’nllerton,  and 
shown  on  the  accompanying  plan  as  Station  1,  the  Somenos  Creek  falls  from  this  point  down  to 
mean  high-tide  at  the  Crofton  Road  llrid'ge  a distance  of  So.S  feet  in  l.GtiO  feet,  giving  an  average 
grade  of  about  11. G feet  per  mile.  From  this  Station  1 to  the  Westholme  laimber  Co.’.s  liridge  there 
is  a maximum  grade  of  26.8  feet  per  mile.  On  this  portion  of  the  stream  it  does  not  appear  to  be 
advisable  to  work  in  the  bed;  of  the  stream,  with  the  exception  of  ck-aring  out  the  grass  and  logs. 

“ From  Station  2 to  Station  4 it  will  be  necessary  to  crib  the  south  bank  with  a 3G-inch  dyke 
to  prevent  flooding  and  backing  the  water  up  Solly’s  Creek. 

“ 7f  the  bed  of  the  creek  is  graded,  in  all  probability  it  will  become  an  endless  soui-ce  of  expense 
on  account  of  the  gravel  scour  that  will  be  deposited  below  all  the  bends,  and  if  the  straightening- 
out  scheme  were  undertaken  this  would  increase  the  velocity  of  the  water  and  carry  the  scour  down 
to  Station  8,  causing  flooding  at  that  point.  The  questiion  of  catching  the  gravel  before  the  stream 
widens  might  be  undertaken,  but  would  be  expensive,  and  need  not  be  considered  unlesg  the  improve- 
ments do  not  meet  jxiur  requirements  upon  trial. 

“ 7n  connection  with  this  portion  of  the  work,  it  will  be  necc.sisai’y  to  carry  the  mouth  of  Solly’s 
Creek  down-stream  a distance  of  2(X)  feet  from  its  iiresent  position,  and  constructing  a new  bed'  for 
it  along  the  foot  of  the  slope  for  a distance  of  400  feet ; a good  grade  could  then  be  carried  right 
from  the  outlet  back  to  the  road-bridge  by  the  farm-house. 

“ On  the  lower  reaches  of  the  creek  there  are  a few  gravel-beds  want  lowering  to  grade  contain- 
ing about  GOO  cubic  yards,  and  also  a small  rock  obstruclion  containing  23  cubic  yards;  with  these 
removed  and  the  creek-bed  properly  cleared  of  logs  and  grass,  there  should  he  no  difliculty  in  gelling 
on  to  the  land  at  an  early  date,  except  in  the  event  of  a high  tide  combinevli  with  warm  wet  weather 
in  the  early  spring,  which  is  a combination  which  cannot  be  counteracted. 

“The  estimated  cost  of  clearing  the  stream,  cutting  down  the  gravel-bars,  trimming  the  banks, 
and  putting  in  1,400  feet  of  cribbing  3 feet  high  b3'  4 feet  G inches,  inside  'measurements,  of  2-iach 
fir  spiked  to  GxG  cedar  posts  driven  3 feet  in  the  ground  and  filknl  with  gravel,  would  'be  .$1,500. 

“ The  cost  of  our  surve.vi  to  date  is  $453,  and  giving  grades  and  supervising  the  work,  if  I’equired, 
would  be  $14G.50 ; making  the  total  cost  of  the  work  $2,099.50.
